More than 500 enthusiastic de'e- 
gates, attending a double-bcrre'ed 
nominating convention in the Mes- 
onie Temple also chose John H 
Thorogood, a First World War 
veteran and Northwestern Utilities 
Ltd., employe, to carry the Pro- 
gressive Conservative banner fcr| 
Edmonton Eat in the June 27 
elections. 


GREAT OVATION 

Mr. Milner, also a veteran of the 
First Great War, outstanding bar- 
rister and industrial’st, received a 
great ovation following his selec- 
tion by acclamation as the Edmon- 
ton West candidate. 

In his speech of acceptance, Mr. | 
Milner envisioned Edmonton in | 
the “not too distant future” as a} 
city of 500,000 with flourishing in- 
dustries. 

Optimism such as has not per- | 
meated a Progressive Conservative 
convention here in years, was evi- 
dent throughout the convetion pro- 
ceedings. 

Conviction was expressed on al! | 
sides that Milner would be the 
man to break the 29-year Liberal 
stranglehold on Edmonton West 
federal riding.

OTTAWA, May 10.—(OP)—Prai- 
rie soils are “extremely dry,” par- 
ticularly over wide areas of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan, with rainfall “far 
below normal,” the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics reported today in its first 
1949 summary of Trans-Canada crop 
conditions. 

The Bureau said it was evident 
there would be “significant” in- 
creases in wheat acreages on the 
prairies this year, with sharp de- 
clines in sowings of flaxseed and 


e. 

However, immediate rains . are 
neecod in many prairie districts to 
promote germination and growth 
and farmers in those areas are in- 
clined to delay seeding until better 
conditions prevail. Some sol! drift- 
ing has occurred in the driest areas 
and grasshoppers are hatching in 
some southern sections. 

Reporting on conditions across 
Canada generally, the Bureau said 
the spring season, with few excep- 
tions, is considerably advanced, as 
compared with a year ago.

It extends far back into a long 
and glorious past, but nobody 
can say much about its future 
The Crown in this set-up seems 
to be something in the nature of 
a vestigial organ like the vermi- 
form appendix, something left 
over from a previous condition 
in which it had functions which 
have now disappeared, 


There are always people who 
think that such vestigial organs 
should be surgically removed. 

It is well to remember that 
in this long process of diminu- 
tion and symbolism of the Com- 
monwealth Crown, Canada has 
always taken a leading part, un- 
til lately when it was elbowed 
aside by Ireland and India 

We have been loyal enough 
to the Canadian Crown; a nation 
living next door to the world's 
greatest republic is under less 
temptation to go republican it 
self 

But when it came to drawing 
any consequences from the fact 
that our Crown wae also the 
Crown of India, of South Africa, 


of Ireland, of Australia, we have 
confined ourselves to tariff pre 
ferences and have usually been 
pretty cautious even about those 

Is it too soon to begin think- 
ing about making this Common 
wealth Crown—which even the 
Republic of India finds not in- 
compatible when its national in- 
dependence—into a symbol of 
something more cohesive, more 
permanent, more _ significant, 
than a mere “free association of 
independent members?” 

We shall have io get some 
more free and independent mem- 
bers to come along with us, and 
perhaps India and Ireland may 
not be among them; but who 
knows? 

There is a Crown of the United 
KiKngdom, a Crown of Australia 
and a Crown of New Zealand 
there is a Crown of Canada 
which is surely more in each of 
those countries than a mere 
“symbol of the free association 
of independent members.” 

Cannot we of these loyal and 
genuinely monarchical nations, 
with a real sense of the political 
tradition of the Anglo-Saxon 
peoples, draw together in some

Western Germany's new repub- 


lican constitution—modelled on 


the British and United States sys- 
of government—is one of 
the most remarkable documents 
of the kind ever drafted. It is 
truly the product of our new era 

This constitution provides. (on 
paper, at least) the greatest de- 
gree of Democracy the country 
ever has known. Indeed, one 
might say it provides virtually 
the only Democracy Germany has 
experienced, because the short 
lived Helmar republic (1919-1933) 
died an unnatural death before it 
could fulfill its promise 

Even more striking is the fact 
that Germany—twice the instig- 
ator of world wars within a gen- 
eration—not only outlaws aggres 
sive war but provides for the 
transfer of the Reich's proud 
sovereignty to a United States of 
Europe. And Germans who only 
a short time ago were bowing the 
neck to the Hitlerian dictatorship 
are given a sweeping bill of righis 
which declares that “the dignity 
of man shall be inviolable.” 

What a transformation! Yhere 
still are knocking about plenty of 
us “old timers” who hark back to 
the days of Kaiser Wilhelm I, the 
“all highest” who fathered the 
First World War, pursuant to his 
policy of imperial expansion, The 


lems 


Kaiser was an autocrat who be 
lieved that he ruled by divine 
right, a fact which inspired an 


American to write the famous sa 
tirical poem "Me und Gott,” whieh 
infuriated the emperor 

The old Kaiser was the epitome 


of Prussianism. Under his “me 
und Gott" rule, aiming at ex- 
pansion, there was a rapid rise 


in taxation because o° the cost 
of armament and a large class of 
the population was dissatisfied 
with the militaristic organization 


of the country. It was this period 
that saw the great expansion of 
the Krufsp armament works ii the 
Ruhr. 

Then came the First World War 
which resulted in the althication 
of the Kaiser. The Weimar Re- 
public, third to inaugurate de- 
mocracy, was overtaken by the 
Hitlerian regime, which repre- 
sented one of the most terrible 
dictatorships of all time, 

Now we get the violent revul- 
Sion to all this in the new cen- 
stitution, German ‘political lead- 
ers claim it is the most progres- 
sive ip existence,
